There are no less than 200 ap- 
plications on file for these consulates 
already and the sending of the presi- 
dent's message on the subject is ex-

Even his appearance changed, 
His once finely chiseled face 'had be- 
ome bloated and his always huge 
Tame filled out until he became so 
stout as to make walking a onatter 
of difficulty. He was frequently at* 
acked with severe heart -troubles, 
during which: he exhibited the 
stoicism which marked his extraor- 
dinary career. Nor did 'he allow his 
bodily ailments to Interfere 
with 


business. Among his associates in 
he city he never mentioned them, 
nor did he permit them to be men- 
tioned to him* Up to the last Mr. 
Khodes kept a firm grip on all those 
vast South African interests created 
and controlled by him.

ilThe prophet s&id, 'G-od is my sal 


vation* I 
will trust.' 
You will 


notice he did not say, *G-od has been 
my salvation,' or 
*God will be my 


salvation,' he speaks in the present 
tease and says 'Grod is my salvation. 
He has rm utter absence of 
fear* 


which is necessary for perfect trust. 
We here tonight trust that ceiling 
and are at perfect physical peace, 
When Alexander the Great lay ill, 
he received a letter telling him that 
men were conspiring to taks his life, 
and that his own court physician 
was the one selected to poison him. 
When the physician 
came to visit 


him next morning, he gave the sick 
king some medicine in a goblet. The 
monarch handed him the letter, and 
as the physician finished reading it, 
the sick man drained the 
goblet. 


The king had perfect confidence 
in 


that physician* 
Th&t is trust. 


\vhere a life is at stake, or where we 
are willing to stake our own life on 
a condition of trust, there is no fear, 


"A young man said to me recently, 


I will try to become a Christian.* 
You cannot become a Christian by 
trying; the more you try, the further 
away you 'get. 
You must have abso- 


lute faith <aud trust in Christ, and un- 
less you have there is no use of you 
trying to be a Christian, for without 
faith it is impossible. 
The longer 


a man lives in sin the weaker he 
becomes. 
The time to decide is right 


now; 
there may be no tomorrow for 


you. 
There is no tomorrow for any- 


one but God. Say with the prophet, 
'God is my salvation/ you cannot af- 
ford to wait. 


"Temptation is not sin, the sin lies 


in yielding to temptation. With each 
temptation we have sufficient grace 
from God not to yield. 
You will 


be tempted, everyone will be tempted 
but with absolute trust in God, you 
will have strength 
to withstand 


them* 
Each 
temptation 
resisted 


gives additional spiritual strength 
to withstand others, but perfect faitl 
is necessary in order to have tins 
Strength from God.

FOUND DEAD IN BED AT THE 


HEDEKIN HOUSE. 


ECCENTRIC CHARACTER GONE 


WAS EXILED 
FROM GERMANY 


MANY YEARS AGO. 


Henry Louis Hamel, an eccentrii 


character, who had been a familial 
figure about tlie steets of this citj 
for many years, was found dead ii 
aed in -his room at the Hedekin house 
at 
4 
o'clock 
Sunday 
afternoon 


Though possessed of some wealtl1 


which he guarded jealously, Hamal 
died in absolute squalor. The post- 
mortem examination conducted on 
Monday by Dr. A. E. Van Buskirk 
under the direction of Coroner Bar- 
nett, disclosed the fact that Hamel 
lad been suffering- slightly from 
pneumonia, and there were evidences 
of 
.some intestinal 
inflammation. 


These, together with .the effects cf 
starvation, had. in the opinion of the 
>hysicians. been responsible for his 
death.. 


Hamel was a peculiar character and 


lis life was an exceedingly eccentric 
3ne. He was rather diminutive 
stature, habitually wore a suit of 
lothing of odd pattern .that exhibit- 
ed untold years of continuous seiTice, 
ind inevitably carried a cane and a 
tundle wrapped in paper, which he 
juarded with, jealous care and which 
was 'commonly reputed to contain 
uonds and other securities of un- 
cnown value. 
The most striking 


haracteristic of this strange char- 
cter, however, was 'an oddly de- 
"eloped nose of unusual prominence 
tiat could hardly fail to arrest notice. 
Hamel was very uncommunicative 
nd had no confidants, but 
it is 


earned that he had not .-been feeling 
•ell for several days, and though on 
he streets Saturday, was hardly able 
o walk. Saturday night he retired 


the little room at the Hedekin 


ouse in which he had lived for the 
ast three years. Here he did what 
ittle cooking he esteemed necessary 


his own existence, and no other 


erson was ever permitted to enter 
ie room for any purpose.

Washington, March 22.—An imter- 
sting statement concerning the im- 
provement of health conditions in 
Havana since the American occupa- 
ion of Cuba, with special reference 
o the vital statistics for the calen- 


year 1901, has been made public 


by the insular division of the war 
department. Particular attention is 
paid to the purging of the city from 
yellow fever during the past year 
by the destruction of infected mos- 
quitoes. It is of vast importance, the 
statement 
says, that these 
facts 


should be made known to the -world 
extensively and as rapidly as possi- 
ble. During the past forty-five years 
with scarcely 
an exception 
some 


deaths have occurred from yellow 
fever in every month of the year, 
the maximum, 2,058 deaths, talcing 
place in 1857, the- minimum, 
51 


deaths, in 1866, with the average 
751. The number of other infectious 
and contagious diseases has been 
;mall during; the calendar year 1901. 
Tliers has been, very little diphtheria 
and typhoid fever and -the tubercu- 
losis a-ate is about that of most cities 
of civilized countries. A rapid de- 
crease has taken place since Ameri- 
can occupation. A marked' decrease 
in malaria also has occurred, since the 
mosquito work began. 
The state- 


ment concludes as follows: 


"The army took charge 
of the 


health department of Havana when 
deaths were occurring at the rate of 
21,252 per year. Ifc gives it up with 
deaths occurring at the rate of 5,720 
per year. It took charge with small- 
pox epidemic for years. It gives it 
up with not a single case having oc- 
curred in the city for -over eighteen 
months.

LINSEED MEAL GRUEL. 


It In Dec!aretl to Be an Excellent and 


Nutritions Milk Sabiiltnle 


for Cftlvei. 


We are often asked for advice as to 


the best substitute to use when there 
is not a sufliciency of fresh new milk to 
be given to calves, says Dairy anil 
Creamery. In our own experience %ve 
tnvc not found anything better than 
n mucilage or soup made up of linseed 
mc:il ov ground linseed cake, with the 
addition of a little flour and pea nieal. 
An American breeder, in the course 
o£ a I'lmnnunk'ation to one of our con- 
temporaries, claims iu hare oblaiqed 
excellent results from the use of a 
preparation made by sloivly boilinjf 
one pound of fresh sweet hay in six 
quarts of wafer for about an hour, 
and straining1 the decoction so obtained 
into a bucket to cool. A handful of oil 
cake and a similar cjiia'nJ.ity of fine 
oatmeal is stirred into half n gallon, of 
boiling water and allowed to siniiner 
for Hie same lengfli'-df time'that the 
hay is stewing. At (he end 'of that 
time 1his mix.t-ure- is added to fie hay 
tea, 
and the whole given .to .the. calf 


along1 with .a little -niHk. The, ''tea" 
should be given warm at first, but after 


hilo, when the cnlf becomes ac- 


customed 'to it, it- may be given quite 
cold without any injurious results. The 
allowance of oil cake may be increased 
as aij<: progresses.

Ilnw (o Pack Roll Butter. 


To handle roll butler successfully, 


anil have it retain some of its fresh* 
ness till sold, yon must wrap each roll 
in muslin that has been washed to gcfc 
out the sizing and dipped in a strong 
salt brine. The brine will crystallize 
over the muslin and help to keep the 
air from it. and if you pack in boxes, 
line Ihe box in like manner with mus- 
lin and pack close so as not to shake 
while in transit. Be sure not to pack 
poor roils with thegoOd. Yon had bet- 
ter put ihem in fhe grease tub or 
fling them out of the back door.'Byall 
means ship your butler fresh. Do not 
hold for a higher market, as some do, 
and sell it for grease.—Ohio Farmer.

Misfortunes of various kinds dome, 


upon various people: and in all times 
the great need of ninety-nine people 
out of a hundred is solace. Look, 
then, to this neglected allegory of 
my text. 


There are three kinds of seed men- 


tioned, fitches, cummin and com. Of 
the last we all know. 
But it may 


be well to state that the fitches and 
the cummin were small seeds, like 
the caraway of the chick-pea. When 
these grains 
or herbs were to he 


thrashed they were thrown ou the 
floor, and the workmen would come 
around with staff or rod or flail and 
beat them -until -the seed would be 
separated; but when the corn was to 
be threshed that was thrown on. the 
floor,, and the 
men would fasten 


horses or oxen to a eart with iron- 
tented -wheels; that cart would be 
drawn around the threshing floor, 
and so the work would be. accomp- 
lished. Different kinds of threshing 
for different products. '-The fitches 
are not threshed with a threshing 
instrument, neither is a cartwheel 
turned about upon the cummin; but 
the fitches are 
beateu out with a 


staff, and the cummin with a rod. 
Bread com is bruised because he will 
not ever be threshing it." 


The. great thought that the -tezt 


presses upon our souls is that we all 
go through.some kind of threshing 
process! .'. -The fait that you may be 
devoting your life to honorable and 
noble purposes will not wiu you any 
escape. ^Wilberforce, tlie Christian 
emancipator, was in his day deris- 
ively called "Dr. Cantwell."

hieroglyphics, 


which, if deciphered, would make out 
a .thrilling story of .trouble. 
The 


. footstep 
of 
the rabbit is seen the 


next- morning ou the snow, "and on 
the white' hairs of the aged are the 
footprints 
showing 
where 
swift 


trouble alig-hted.- 


Even amid the joys and hilarities 


of life, trouble will sometimes break 
in. 
As when the people were as- 


sembled in the Charlestowu theater, 
during the revolutionary war, and 
while they were witnessing a force, 
and the audience was in great gra'tu- 
latipn, tlie guns of 
an advancing 


army were heard, and the .audience 
broke up in wild panic and- ran foi 
their lives, so oftentimes while you 
are seated amid the joys and festivi- 
ties of this world, you hear the can- 
nonade of some great disaster.

No one gets too old, too -rich, 
too intelligent or tno much honored 
to graduate from the Sunday school. 


"It is unfortunate, though uever- 


t-heless true, that many 
Sunday 


schools are drifting along in a hap- 
hazard manner without a pilot. The 
idea so often prevails that if we put 
in an hour each day with the child- 
ren that our duty is done, and the 
same old lessons are gone over year 
after year without the children be- 
ing properly instructed. 
They may 


learn the lesson with their mouths, 
but not -with their hearts. A teach- 
er's work is only begun 
when a 


scholar is converted and unites with 
the church. 
The time has passed 


when anyone could teach the bible. 
Sense has taken, the place of senti- 
ment. 
God inspired men to write 


the bible, but He does -not inspire 
men to teach it. He has given them 
the privilege and power to learn to 
teach."

He was identified, accord- 
ing to the police, as a bank robber 
and burglar of national notoriety, 
but in Palos park, where he had n 
cosy little home in a secluded spot 
sheltered by trees, it was found that 
he had a reputation as a dispenser of 
charities, a giver to the church and 
a man of standing in society. 
His 


wife's standing was also of the best, 
but when she was brought into the 
police station policemen claim to have 
recognised her as the woman, they 
had known as "Blonde Mai-ie." 


Kipley, while in his cell, told a 


friend that Hopkins was a man for 
whom the police had been searching 
in conn&ction with the postoffice rob- 
bery. 
"What the connection is has 


not been made plain, but it is pointed 
out that .Hopkins is an electrician, 
and that the holes drilled in the bot- 
toms of the safes in the postoffice 
were by tools receiving power from 
some electrical device.

For Hours the Firemen Battle to Get the Blaze 


Under Control—Flames Started in the Arm- 


strong Basement from Burning Trash—- 


Basement Was Filled With Highly 


Inflammable Material.

Firs that started shortly before 1 


o'clock this afternoon in the base- 
ment of the Armstrong & Co. whole- 
sale millinery store, northeast corner 
of Calhoun and Washington streets, 
caused a loss that will closely ap- 
proximate $100,000. As The Senti- 
nel goss to press the firemen are still 
battling with the conflagration, with 
good prospects of confining it to the 
building of its origin. 


The wholesale millinery stock of 


'the Armstrong Millinery company 
will suffer immense damage from 
flames, smoke and water. The firm 
carries a $75,000 stock and this is 
the "busiest season of the year. 


The Soliday, Hite & Co. furniture 


stoi'3 in the same building must suf- 
fer a tremendous loss upon their 
$35,000 stock of furniture, which 
occupies the basement and first three 
floors of the building. 


The fire is one of the most obsti-

passed beyond control.

EXTENSION LADDER USED. 
At 2 o'clock the extension ladder 


was run up on Calhoun street, but 
only for readiness' sake, should the 
names succeed in breaking through 
the lower floor.

The large crowd 
which, had gathered watched one of 
th* fh-emen at the top of the aerial 
ladder as it was raised to its high 
position. He was not in danger to

THE BUILDING. 


1 The building 
is 
the four story 


brick block situated at the northeast 
corner of Calhoun and Washington 
streets and has a frontage of 105 
feet on Calhoun street and a depth 
on the Washington street side of SO 
feet. It was erected in 1883 by the 
late William Fleming and by him 
was subsequently sold to A. C. Trent- 
man, who occupied it as a wholesale 
grocery house for a numbir of years. 
After the Trentman failure it was 
rented and subleased to various ten- 
ants until two years ago last July, 
when Mr. Louis Fo:s bought it of 
Mrs. Trentman. for $50,000.

London, March 20.—One of 
the 


liveliest 
scenes 
witnessed in the 


house of commons since tlie palnv.pst 
days of the Irish nationalists ended 
this; afternoon with the suspension 
of John Dillon for calling Uie colo- 
nial secretary, Joseph C. Chamber- 
lain, "a damned liar." 


During: the discussion of the South 


African affairs t3ie liberal leader, Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bamiennan, vigor- 
ously protested against the govern- 
ment's conduct in uttering1 "malign- 
ant slanders," in calling1 the liberals 
"pro-Boers." 
These slanders, Sir 


Henry said, were used for party pur- 
poses. The government, wihich h-ad 
been going from blunder to "blunder, 
claimed immunity from criticism, 
••and if'this continued it -would, follow 
"the precedent of the evil days of 
the American "war." 
Tflie 
speaker 


proceeded to give a bitter, detailed 
criticism of the government's treat- 
ment of the Boers, and its miscalcu- 
lations, declaring that the (honor and 
interests w£ the country -were just as 
deair to tihe liberals £s to the moat 
supercilious defender of the 'govern- 
ment's pcflicy, >and, the liberals would 
continue to protest in the name of the 
xigjhteous and generous traditions of 
the nation against the mebhc'ds of the 
government. 


CHAMBERLAIN REPLIES, 


The colonial secretary, MX. Cham- 


berlain, in, the course of an equally in- 
cisive i-eply, said he desired to delib- 
erately accuse Sir Henry Campbell- 
Banneraran of losing no x>pportuni'y 
for twittering Ihis countrymen, the

s- 'soldiers and the government. Con- 


sequently, the "malignant slanders" 
toa-d come frtom tihe opposition side. 


The speaker, Sir William 
Court 


Gully, -here intervened and declared 
that the term "malignant slander'7 
was unparliamentary. 


Both. Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 


man and Mr. Chamberlain thereupon 
•withdrew the words amid cheers. 


Mr. Chamiberlain, proceeding, re- 


ferred to the Boers who are fighting 
on the British -side, when John Dil- 
lon (Irish nationalist) 
interjected, 


"They are traitors," on -winch Mr. 
Chamiberlain retorted: 


"The honorable gentleman is a good 


judge of traitors." 


A scene of great confusion ensued. 


When order was partially restored 
Mr. Dillon demanded a ruling on Mr. 
Chamberlain's words. 


The speaker said: "An honorable 


member spoke of soldiers serving 
under the British flag as traitors, I 
deprecated the interruption and I 
deprecated the retort of the other 
member." 


A BAD KIND OF LIAS,. 


Mr. Dillon then said: "I will tell 


the right honorable member that, he 
is a d 
d liar." 


A dead silence followed tins re- 


mark. 
Such unparliamentary lan- 


guage seemed to stun the house. 


The speaker invited Mr. Dillon to 


withdraw the expression, but the lat- 


' 
ter said: 


"I will not withdraw." 
"Then I must name you," said the 


speaker. 


The government leader, A, J. Bal- 


four, then said: "I beg to move that 
Mr. Dillon be suspended from service 
in the house." 


The motion was earned by 243 to 


48 votes. 


Mr. Dillon immediately, by direc- 


tion of the speaker, left the house, 
amid wild nationalist cheers, and Mr. 
Chamberlain resumed his speech. 


Mr. Dillon's suspension, under the 


present rules, cannot exceed a week. 
His offense would have been much 
more severely dealt with had the new 
rules been in force.

DRUMMERS !N THE BEURS. 


How tlie Boya uf Amsterdam OMalii- 


til u Itemiu-kiiljle Privilege. 


The boys of Amsterdam are happy 


in the possession of a very curious 
privilege which has been theirs foi 
nearly 300 years. During one week at 
midsummer they gather every after- 
noon by hundreds anil even thousands 
in the Dam, the great square in the 
center of the city, each boy with a 
drum slung over his shoulder. 


So soon as the business of Ihe day is 


over in the Beurs, or Stock Exchange, 
which faces the square, as many of the 
boys as can crowd into the building 
are allowed to go upon the iloor of the 
exchange, where for an hour or two 
they inarch about, singing nnd beating 
upon their drums; 


The din is appalling, but the good 


citizens of Amsterdam endure tht- rack- 
et with characteristic placidity. 


As for the origin of this singular cus- 


tom, It is said to date from the discov- 
ery and discomtiture of n Spanish plot 
against the city in the year IG~-, At 
that time, after half a century of war- 
fare, the Dutch republic had forced 
Spain lo concede its independence, anil 
Amsterdam had become the chief com- 
mercial city of the wcrkl. 


But the Spaniards were very bitter 


over the loss of their rich provinces in 
tuts Netherlands, and in lOiiii hostilities 
between the two countries again broke 
out. 


One afternoon a party of boys play- 


ing in the Dam lost their ball in the 
canal, which in those days skirted one 
side (if the stiiiarti and ran directly un- 
der the lier.rs. One of the hoys clam- 
bered in among the piles on which the 
building stood and found, instead of 
his hall, a bout moored in a dark cor- 
ner and loaded to the gunwale with 
boxes and barrels lilled with gunpow- 
der. 


It was evidently the purpose of the 


Spanish conspirators lo b1b\v up the 
Hours while it was crowded, as it was 
every day, with the loading citizens of 
Amsterdam. 


The frightened boy at once hurried 


to the burgesses of the town with his 
story, the boatload of explosives was 
tjuiell.v sunk in the c;inal and Ihe dan- 
ger was over. 


\Vhen the young hero of the occasion 


was asked what reward he \voulil have 
for the service lie had rendered ihe 
city, he begged that, so long as there 
was a Beurs in Amsterdam, the boys 
might liu allowed to make its iloor 
their playground during part of the 
year in memory of tho day when at 
their games they were the means ol! 
saving the building from destruction. 
The request was granted, and the cus- 
tom has been carefully observed to this 
day. 


They are just finisliiug a fine now 


Beurs in Amsterdam, and sunn; of the 
members of the exchange have- ad- 
vised that the boys and ihoir drums be 
kept out of it altogether. 
Bin. (he 


mere suggestion has stirred up such a 
commotion among the worthy burghers 
of the city that there appears to be no 
danger of Ilie ivpetil of the privilege. 


It is fortunate that this is so, for 


there would be many besides the boys 
of Amsterdam to lament the disappear- 
ance of so quaint and interesting a sur- 
vival of the past.—Youth's Companion.
